DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to an election/restriction requirement mailed on 1 1/9/04, Applicant 
has elected species I, claims 1 & 2. Claims 3-7 have been withdrawn due to the claims 
being of non-elected species. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
6267639 (herein 639). 

For claim 1, 639 teaches a handheld device comprising a palm sized housing 20 
(col. 7, lines 23-25); a treat retaining compartment 38 within the housing; a sound 
producing element 48 retained within the housing; an uncovered tray 39,106,26 
extending from the housing; a button 62,64 disposed on the housing such that 
depressing the button produces a sound (col. 7, lines 23-45) from the sound producing 
element and dispenses a treat 37 from the treat retaining compartment onto the tray 
(col. 7. lines 1-67). 

For claim 2, 639 teaches wherein the treat retaining compartment includes a 
means 45 for positioning treats in the treat retaining compartment.
